As I contlnue to adjust to my role as Archbishop, I am undertaking a revievv 
of ffles of priests, I note that there have been problems in your past of which you 
are well aware. Father Joe Homacek has spoken with you recently to dlscuss your 
situation wlth you on my behalf. If you want to meet with me personaliy at sorne 
point, I am certainty open to that possibility. 

In the meantime, I see that a precept restricting your exercise of mlnistry is in 
place. I would like to confirm those restrictlons: You are to have no unsupervised 
contact with mlnors and no public exercise of ministry; Private celebration with only 
another priest or priests in attendance is permitted, but no other sacramental ministry, 
Given the current state of matters, I would also ask that you not wear your collar in 
public settings, nor present yourseif in public as a priest. This is for your protection as 
well. 

I regret that my first formal correspondence with you needs to be on such a 
delicate and painful matter. I am sure you understand that the scope of my responsi- 
bilities in caring for the flock entrusted to me and for you requires that I do so.

The reasons motivating this decree are the allegationa of sexual 
activities in violation of the obligation of clerical celibacy (c. 277, 
§1). These restrictions are seetı as necessary and prudent precautlons 
and will remain in effect until notice of their revocation.

§1 The parochial administrator is bound by the same 
obligations and has the same rights of the pastor, 
unless the diocesan Bishop prescribes othervise. 

§2 The parochial administrator may not do anything 
which could prej udice the rights of the pas tor 
or could do harm to parochial property- 

§3 When he has discharged his of fice, the parochial 
administrator is to give an account to the pastor. 



Note that you have the responsibility for the Pro Populo Mass on Sundays 
and Holy Days of Obligation; you are authorized to sign checks on ali parish 
accounts to cover ordinary expenditures and to meet payroll obligations. 
Please note that in keeping with Canon 540» S2, no extraordinary changes 
are to be made. Urgent ınatters should be referred .to the Archbishop»

A £ew veeks ago I contacted Mary Kay Balchunas İn response to 
hearing of Project Benjamin. r was not then, and I am not now 
looking for referral. I am seeking ansvers to many questlons 
vhich she was not prepared to ansver, therefore she suggested 
I contact you . 

I am an adult survivor o£ chlld sexual abuse . when I was ten 
years old I was sexually abused by a prlest at our parish, I 
attended a Catholic grade scbool and was in constant contact 
with this prlest. The abuse occurred dally över a period of 
weeks. To rny chlld's eye this man could do no wrong. He used 
his pov/erful position to satisfy his sexual needs . It took me 
many years to reallze that what he did was indeed vrong. 

The abuse ended when the nun who was the princlple of the 
school called rne into her offlce and severely reprimanded me 
for spending time with Father, She told me to stay away from 
hirn. This firmly cemented in me the feeling that I was a bad 
girl - I had done something vrong - it was my fault. 

The prlest disappeared shortly after I was reprimanded. He 
was sent to another parish to continue his life and I was 
sentenced to a life İn purgatory. He and the church's 
reputation vere protected by the very church that I believed 
vould alvays protect me and keep me safe, I never said 
emything to anyone - until recently* My parents never knew. r 
lived alone with my shame and guilt .

As a result of the letter from Bishop Sklba dated 10/30/91 which alerted me to 
the serious allegations brought to his attention, 1 must take the following steps to 
comply with his request that you immediately avoid ali unsupervised contact with 
minör s, pending further investigation . I discussed these possible measures with you 
on 10/30/91 and 11/04/91 respectively . They were developed in confidential meeting 
and consultation with our D RE, Mrs. Susan Gehrig, and our school Principal, 
Mr. Charles JC. Cooper, and form our conceneus as to what stepe ar e necessary to 
provide protection for ali parties concerned, including yourself . 

1 . ) When teaching in our Saturday CCD programs or in our day school religion 

classes, the teacher/catechist has been diracted to remain in the rooro as and 
while you ar e teaching/present with the children, This has been communicated

Joseph's Congregation of Grafton and ali of its employees, 
agents, officers, directors r and assigns, and any person or 
entity affiliated v/ith the Roman Catholic Church in the 
territory of the Archdiocese of Milwaukee, from and covenants 
not to sue them for, ali claims, causes of action, charges, 
and demanda of any nature, vhether in tort, contract, or 
otherwise including but not limited to conspiracy and 
punitive dajnages, that they may have had at any time up to

Tom Venne wae on vacation, Fr, Tam 
Trepanier became our key contact. It was decided that he would contact 
the adrainistrator at the nursing home (he had previously advised her 
that an allegation was possible) to infonn her of the rnatter. In fact 
when he called Fr- Adamsky had already notified her and the matter was 
well in hand on their end- The decision was made to leave Father in 
place there- We contacted Fr. Jim Kimla, pastor of St. Joseph Parish in 



Grafton which was also named in the suit. He was given the sama 
Information and advice as noted in the case above» Ne i t her Hary Kay nor 
Therese was in that day so ws contacted Maureen Gallagher and simply 
infonoed her (without giving any priest's name) that a parish 
intervention team might need to be asserabled with a school cotnponent to 
it. She agreed to be "on-call" as needed. Tom Schneider waa notified 
(no names given) in case we would need some CSS assistance, 

Nothing ever appeared in the papers on this case- The Archdioceae and 
the parish have been served and the papers forwarded to Matt Flynn'a 
of fice.

İn accord with thc Chtırter for the Pnnechon of i 'hildten and Youıh and The 
Essenûal Norms wbich arc in effect in the United States, I am feferring several cases for 
your consideration. I takc veıy seriously the p oblcnı of scxuaJ abuse of mînors by clergy 
and the ensıring public oııtcry över past inaclion by cburch officials. The demand for 
juslice is one (hat receives a favorable hearing from nıe. 

However, I also b. ieve fîrmly that some sjiuaıions cali for justice tempered by 
mercy. I have revievved ca/efıılly ali of cases uf alleged se.vual abuse' ofminors by clergy. 
We arein (he methodical process of preparing ali sucb ciises for refcnrailo the 
Congregation. In Üıe coursc of that revievv, I have come lo the conclusion that some 
clerics, even though we arc convinced aboııt sııbstancc of the allegations and even 
though, in some cases, thc cleric İVa'S confessed^should not be imposed vvith canonical 
penalties. 

I am sending in this mailing the cases of those priesfs whose life situations are 
such that a canonical pena] iri a] or an admin ısıran ve dismissal would be unreasonable, 
They are eitherTÛÎ sııch advanced age or fragile health [\\ı\\ such actions could be 
tantamounÇfo) adeath semence. Therefore, in cach case I ;ım asking that the priest be 
permitted tb live out whaiovcr may remain of his Sıfe in ;m\yer and penance. The 
elements oTsııch a life w i II be dcsıgned alon^ ıhe pıotocols presently being prepared by 
the Confetence ofBishops. In al) cases, (here vvoııld be no public ministry permitted and 
the priest would not preseni himself pnblicly as a priest by title or attire, 

Thank you^for your consideration ofıhese requesis, Should Your Eminence 
determine that an altemalc action be laken, 1 stanc: ready to accede to your wishes.

As a par t of 
this articie, there was a notice giv/en with the uords,"The 
Milwaukee Catholic Archdiocese asks that anyone who had been 
abused by a priest cali Father Thornas Vinne at 
( 414 )-769-3484 . " When J sau/ this, I knew it was time for me 
to "break the silence" and to let 'the church" knouj the 
devestating ev/ent that took place when I was a young, 
innocent, trusting child. I callea the number and uas told 
1 would be connected with a woman by the name of Mary Kay. I 
told her what had happened to me . She uıas kind, empathetic 
and apologized on behalf of the church for the sexual abuse.

She asked me the name of the 
priest and I did disclose ınis to her but asked that my name 
not be identified to this priest. She also asked if I would 
be uilling to talk to either you or Father Vinne regarding 
rny sexal abuse. î indicated to her that I ujould agree to 
this.

8/6/89 Letter from unknown sender (redacted) to Sklba say in g that she was abused by an 

unnamed priest when she was ten years old. The abuse occurred daily for two 
vveeks. The principal of her school warned her to stay avvay from the unnamed 
priest. 

9/28/94 Sexual abuse intake report from a vvoman vvho was_abused by Adamsky when she 

was 13 in approximately 1971 at St. Philip Neri Parish. Adamsky _abused her two 
to four times at the parish and during private social outings. 
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
